Mo o dy declares, “ I will suppo rt all 
measures which will co ntribute to 
o ur - inning the war. I will o ppo se 
any influence which will imperil 
o ur chances o f winning the war o r 
delay v icto ry .”

The situ ation NOW is not so bad , 
consid ering that this mu ch need ed 
road is going on while war is rag­ 
ing. Alread y 12 miles of the road 
from Hamlin toward s Rotan is near­ 
ing the final top p ing stage. 
They 
hav e bu ilt a fine road bed , and on 
p arts of the road the “ p rim er” oil 
coat has been laid . This will be fin­ 
ished and the asp halt top p ing will 
be p u t d own u nless that material 
can not be secu red . 


In the 
Hamlin-City p art, where 
sev en block s are being p av ed from 
p rop erty -to-p rop erty , inclu d ing con­ 
crete cu rbing and gu tter and con­ 
crete 
street-crossing 
d ep ressions. 
This work is a slow p rocess bu t will 
be d one p erhap s <by Ju ly 20th and 
then the final top p ing will hav e it 
comp lete u p in mod ern sty le. 
This 
is m ak ing Hamlin a beau tifu l street, 
one th a t can be v ery attractiv e if 
p rop erty owners along on either sid e 
will d ev elop well the p ark ing area 
with grass, and su itable trees. 


The only thing to k eep the entire 
road from 'being finished this su m­ 
mer and fall, is the fact that 
the 
contractors can not get eu q ip ment 
rep lacem ents on this 
road , 
which 
d oesn’t hav e p riorities rating. They 
will shift to another p roject, 
with 
rating, and later retu rn and finish 
the eight miles on the Rotan end .

tery is weak . All its energy is being u sed u p in tu rning 
the 
engine ov er, and nothing is left for the sp ark . Ev en in serv ice 
its sp ecific grav ity shou ld be tested occasionally . 
Keep the 
terminals clean and coated with heav y grease and check week ly 
to be su re the p lates are cov ered with water. 
Brak es are another thing it d oesn’t p ay to neglect. 
Ho wev er, 
wear on brak es is grad u al, and sometimes we d on’t realize their 
cond ition 
u ntil 
in 
some 
emergency ou r foot hits the 
floor board and nothing hap ­ 
p ens. A good ru le is to hav e 
them ad ju sted if the p ed al 
can be p u shed to less than 
two inches from the floor board or if the car .swerv es u nd ei 
brak ing p ressu re. 
Hav e them relined before the lining riv ets 
start groov ing the d ru ms. New linings will last longer if brok en 
in carefu lly . If the brake p ed al suddenly g o es d own o r if y o u 
hav e to “p u mp ” it, the brak e flu id is lo w. 
It is impo rtant to 
refill the ty pe reco mmended by the manufacturer. 
Sq u eak s 
and rattles are bo und to dev elo p in time in any car. 
Squeaks mean frictio n and frictio n means wear. Rattles 
also 
mean wear. Hav e all bo lts, nuts and screws tig htened 
perio dically .
